Village officials and members of the Antioch Fire 
Department and Rescue Squad are hoping to get the 
support they will need to have a new safety building at 
Orchard St. and Turner Dr. 

That support will have to be in the form of money and, 
consequently, Mayor Michael J. Haley and others are 
hoping a referendum can be held early in December. 

Monday night "the ball" was tossed into the hands of the 
Antioch First Fire Protection District, which includes 
most of Antioch township. 

THE FIRE DISTRICT is being asked to handle about 40 
percent of the operating expenses of the proposed safety 
building. The village would pay the rest. 

Two of the fire district's three trustees, Ray Atwood and 
Russ Lasco, met with village officials Monday night along 
with the fire district's attorney, Edward C.Jacobs. They 
said they would try to meet' with the other trustee, Frank 
Moser, and hopefully have an answer by next Monday 
night's village. board meeting. 

"AT FIRST GLANCE the figures appear awfully 
steep," said Atwood; "We'll have to study them and we 
don't know what the alternatives might be." 

Trustee-Don Amundsen interjected: ' 

"We don't think there's an alternative to building a new 
fire station and rescue squad headquarters." 

Amundsen and Haley both said, "we can't fund it 
without the participation of the district." 

Without that participation, a referendum couldn't be 
held in early December ... a time considered by village 
officials to be much more preferable than after the first of 
the year.* 

THE TOTAL ESTIMATED cost of the project is more 
than $1.4 million. However, Monday night, Amundsen 
suggested some cuts which he said might reduce that 
figure to about $1.1 million. 

Harold Warren, "a municipal finance -consultant from 
Deerfield, said "assuming a bond issue in the amount of 
$1.45 million," the additional taxes on a home assessed at 
$15,000 would be about $28 to $30 a year. 

A home assessed at $15,000 is probably worth about 
$60,000 in today's real estate market. 

"IF WE DON'T get more room, we can only go 

backwards," said Fire Chief Tod Maplethorpe. "There 

' just isn't enough room in our present location and, in this 

business, you don't stand still ... you only go ahead or 

backwards. I hope the public wants the best it can get." 

Trustee Vern (Barney) Barnstable said: 

"People who toured the present fire station during our 

recent open house could see why we need a new building." 

WARREN ESTIMATED THAT future operating 
expenses and capital cost of the new building . would 
require about $113,000 a year from the village and about 
$88,000 a year from the fire district.
